In claim 21 , line 3 (first line after the compound), the phrase, "with the proviso 
that cannot not both be methyl or both by hydrogen" has been inserted after the 
word, "aryl". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 
are drawn to a process for preparing ZD6126 phenol, intermediates used in making said 
compound, and a method for making the intermediates. The closest prior art of record, 
i.e. the references listed on the attached PTO-1449, fail to disclose or suggest the 
intermediate compounds claimed herein. Therefore, use of said intermediates in a 
process for preparing ZD6126 phenol is unobvious, as is the method for preparing said 
intermediate(s). Further, the process for making ZD6126 from an allocolchicine or 
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ester derivative thereof, also claimed herein, it neither taught, nor fairly suggested by 
the prior art.
